Some of their moles, feci the 
Mime way, were shipped 
anonymously to a plant in 
Texas where more than 
70% of these graded choice. 

In the meantime, 
special promotions on 
the WobI Coast featur- 
ing “Lean Beef” hnve 
been rather successful 
and demand for Bhort- 
fed no-roll beef has 
been growing. Conse- 
quently, 55% of those 
Arizona- fed cattle were 
M»«ding choice by ' the' :■ 
end of January, but the 
price differential be- 
tween choice and good 
gruding rattle hod nar- 
rowed so that there was 
little difference and 
feoders were still los- 
ing money. 

In lino with all this, we 
took 90 people on tho ranch 
tour of the Hawaiian Islands 
this month. During the past 
years, most Island ranchers 
have had to feed-out cattle 
in their own ranch feedlots 
or in a commercial feedlot 
operated by the Hawaiian 
Meat Co. on the main island 
of Oahu. That feedlot is 
operating at only 50% of 
capacity because of ever 
increasing Island feedlot 
costs. Most cattle going to 
slaughter now in Hawaii are 
either short-fed no-rolls or 
"grass-fats.” 

Tony DeCoit and hla 
sons operate a very effi- 
cient but small packing 
plant on the Island of 
Maui where they pro- 
cess around 150 head of 
cattle with two slaugh- 
tering days a week. 
They told us, “We're 
in the red meat busi- 
ness because that Is 
where demand is now. 
Our buyers know our 
product end what will 
keep their customers 
happy. Cow beef is in 
most demand here. AH 
Hawaiian cattle sell on 
the rail and cow beef 
■wholesales for 84 cents 
a lb. compared to SI. 14 
• for choice. And, it costs 
nearly one dollar a 
pound to feed cattle on 
the islands." 

. Maybe W.D. Farr will aee 
his wish to shorten feeding 
terms come true on the 
iriainland as it has in 
Hawaii.

A risk assessment 
scheme, ns favored by many 
fond industry groups, would 
permit federal regulators to 
weigh the type and extent of 
the health risk mi additive 
might pose in determining 
how stringently to regulate 
its use, reports CNS. 

Current U.S. food safety 
lows generally prohibit the 
use in any amount of a food 
additive that could pose n 
health risk to consumers of 
fond containing that sub- 
stance. 


At tin- two-dav - 
•■lire sponsored by the 
Ci immunity Nutrition insti- 
tute and lli*- Kirnd Mmketing 
Institute, KopresfiUirtive 
Albert t lore (iJ-Tcim.l, said 
any risk assessment law 
would have to give federal 
regulators more discretion 
over the regulation of 
individual fond additives. 
Regulators should therefore 
be made more accountable 
for their use of this 
additional discretion, he 
said. 

Gore said risk assessment 
legislation would also have 
to provide for u public 
information effort to explain 
the possible pitfalls of the 
techniques through which 
assessments would be 
made.

A series of 'abortions in 
first and second calf heifers 
in north central Nebraska 
arc* being linked to a certain 
batch of Norden Laborator- 
ies’ Coif Guard vaccine. 

Diagnostic tests by sev- 
eral top laboratories hove 
failed to pinpoint the exact 
cause of the abortions. This 
is a common problem in 
trying to diagnose abor- 
tions. Experienced veteri- 
narians say that an exact 
diagnosis of the disease 
involved in 20% of abortion 
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cases is about average. 
However, BVD virus strains 
were found in autopsies of 
the aborted fetuses. Calf 
Guard vaccine batch #103 
was found to be adulterated 
with BVD virus. 

Tho abortions began in 
Deconiberon several ranch- 
es, and continued through 
most of January and 
February. Rancher Les 
Harms, Valontine, lost 
about 60 calves mostly but 
of second calf heifers. Six or 
seven cows lost calves as did 
a few first calf heifers. 


Other ranchers through 
the area from O'Neill to 
Valentine reported similar 
losses. .

Amendment posses: 


Rangeland research 
subcommittee goal 


A doubling of the food 
production capability of 
more than a third of all the 
land in the United States— 
that is the goal of a new 
rangeland research amend- 
ment approved recently by a' 
House agriculture subcom- 
mittee. 

The amendment, which is 
supported by the National 
Cattlemen's Assn. (NCA|, 
is designed to help scien- 
tists and livestock pro- 
ducers make improvements 
which could at least double 
the productivity of the 
nation's rangeland, said 
Congressman Kika de la 
Garza (D-Texas). De la 
Garza, who sponsored the 
amendment, is chairman of 
the House Agriculture 
Committee. 

The rangeland research 
amendment and other parts 
of agricultural research 
legislation approved by a 
subcommittee on research 
are expected to be reviewed 


later by the full House 
Agriculture Committee for 
inclusion in the 1981 
omnibus farm bill. 

J.W. "BUI” Swan, NCA 
president, noted that, while 
the total USDA budget for 
fiscal 1982 will be reduced 
sharply, agricultural re- 
search has been made a 
priority item and wiU be 
increased. This he explain- 
ed, it necessary in order to 
help make U.S. farmers end 
ranchers more efficient and 
profitable, and enable them 
to produce food foil the 
public more economically. 
For years, food took a 
declining share of American 
consumers' incomes, but 
research cutbacks halted 
that trend. 

Rangeland and grazed 
forest land account for more 
than a third of all land in the 
country, and it represents 
about two-Lhirds of all 
agriculture land. In' total,

"Beef producers have 
lost their market to the tune 
of 20%. Since 1974, beef 
consumption in this country 
has dropped from 96 lbs. 
per person to 78 lbs. of beef 
at the retail level. We are in 
a protein battle and are 
being outproduced, outpro- 
cessed and out merchan- 
dised by protein products 
with a lower price.”

"Fur BVD, most of our 
,-ows in this artm have n 
imlurnl immunity t«i it," Jim 
Butler told Western Live- 
stock Journal. “But the 
immunity does vary. And 
that is probably why so few 
older cows were hit— they 
were immune to BVD but 
the younger females hudn't 
had n chance to build up an 
immunity. The ones tlml 
aborted this year will now 
be immune. But these 
ranchers just have to let it 
run its course, and it gets 
expensive." 

Norden unable lo pin- 
point the exact euuse of the 
abortions did acknowledge 
the contamination of one 
batch of Calf Guard vaccine. 
The company moved quickly 




lo negotiate with ranchers 
to niainlain good will in the 
area. 

“We are offering $276 
per calf in cover the cost of 
feeding, “ .said Dr. Bob 
Steer of Norden. "For 
purebred breeders there 
will bo furlher negotiations. 
We wont our good will to 
continue with these ranch- 
ers." 

Steer explained that the 
BVD contamination pro- 
bably came from the media 
used ill preparing Lhe 
vaccine.

Cattlemen must ‘launch offensive’ 
to protect beef market, says Berry 


(Continued from page 1 ) 
beef demand," said Berry. 
"Twenty million people are 
on a diet of some kind today 
in this country. These 
people are looking at a piece 
of paper that syas "no meat 
today" . They are being told 
to eat less ment, eat less 
beef." 

In reversing this deter- 
iorating situation in beef 
demand. Berry suggested 
that “technology is our 
future.” “We need more 
research in electrical stimu- 
lation of beef carcasses, 
mechanical deboning, 
needling, the ■ use . of 
enzymes and hot boning.' 
Through the use of tech- 
nology the turkey people 
have increased the con- 
sumption of their product 
from 3'a lbs. to 12 lbs. per 
capita in just 14 years. They 
can even make turkey tftBte 
like beef. Everything,” 
continues Berry, "in their 
industry is geared for 
convenience. 

"Fifty percent of the 
women in this country are

in some wage earning 
capacity. They simple do 
not have the time to cook a 
roast for three hours. We 
can accomplish more in this 
area of technology than in 
any other." 

Another topic of conver- 
sation at the New Mexico 
confab was the Beef 
Check-off Program. New 
Mexico is the only state in 
the seventeen western 
states that does not have 
such a program. Berry 
stressed the need for beef 
promotion funds “We 
spend one cent per capita in 
promoting beef. The avoca- 
do people spend fifty cents. 
The Dairy Council of 
California spends 60 cents 
per capita and have 
increased consumption by 
11 %. " 

Even if more money is 
raised through state check- 
off program, Berry does not 
feel that is enough. 
' ‘Through our check-offs we 
might raise $15 million this 
year. The food chains on the 
other hand are spending 
$250 million a year in 


advertising. We simply 
can't raise that kind of 
money. The logical solution, 
therefore, is to stimulate 
su pe rma rketa to feature 
beef.” 

The NCA has made 
attempts recently to do just 
that. "The supermarkets," 
says Berry, "were simply 
not featuring beef at a time 
when their profit margins 
were wide. We pointed this 
out to them and suggested 
they feature beef. Albert- 
sons spent Sl'A million in 
six states in beef promotion 
and increased volume by 
35% and total gross sales by 
eight percent. Other stores 
are doing the same thing. 

Berry concluded his re- 
marks before the New 
Mexico catllemen by stating 
that Americans currently 
spend about $200 a year per 
person on beef, $112 on 
pork and $57 for poultry. 
This is not a constant, Berry 
said, beef's share has 
been dwindling. "We are at 
a turning point,” said 
Beny, "and must launch an 
offensive.”

Armour to close 
slatightering plant 

Armour Food Co. recently 
announced it will close its 
beef slaughtering plant 
located uL Hereford, Texas, 
effective Sept. 30. 

According to Wallace 
Tim null, president of Ar- 
mour Fond C'n., the decision 
lo close the Hereford 
operation resulted from the 
company's inability to over- 
come a discrinimatory labor 
contract which put Armour's 
beef operations at a major 
disadvantage relative to its 
principal competitors. 

In April of 1980, Armour 
had announced closing of 
the Hereford plant but the 
decision was reversed in 
Sept, of 1980 when the 
United Food and Commer- 
cial Workers Union agreed 
to accept certain productiv- 
ity improvement provisions. 
In the ensuing months, 
however, those productivity 
measures proved inade- 
quate in overcoming the 
labor cost discrepancy.

That is 
partly because of rising 
costs of fuel and fertilizer, 
making energy-efficient ag- 
riculture like rangeland 
grazing more important. 

Merrill said cattlemen in 
all regions can benefit from 
the proposed research. It 
can make all producers, and 
beef as a product, more 
competitive, and it can help 
assure supplies of feeder 
cattle for use in crop 
production and feedlot 


nri'iis.

With minor changes, the 
House will probably come 
up with a bill similar lo 
S-395, sponsored by Sena- 
tor Malcolm Wallop of 
Wyoming. 

If no other part of this tax 
reform hecomes low, Con- 
gress should liminate the 
widows tax.

NCA reaffirms support 
for change in tax rates 


The National Cattlemen’s 
Assn. (NCA) has strongly 
reaffirmed its support of 
proposals to reduce tax 
rates and modify the tax 
system so that it will 
encourage capital formation 
nnd investment. 


In a statement submitted orderly tr, 
to the House Ways and ranch pr 
Means Committee, NCA generatin 
emphasized that, in order to 
curb inflation and spur the 
economy, Congress should 
eliminate the present built- 
in bias against savings and 
capital investment, In sub- 
mitting the statement. NCA 
officials said it is essential 
that Congress not back 
away from the proposals by 
the administration nnd 
many lawmakers to cut tax 
rales and make other 
changes which will help 
improve economic produc- 
tivity. 

The NCA statement was 
submitted by James L. 

Powell, Ft. McKavett, Tex., 
chairman of the NCA lax 
committee. Powell reaffir- 
med several previous NCA 
recommendations for tax 
reform, and he said that 
estate and gift taxes should 
be repealed. 

NCA recommendations 
include: (1) Reduce income 
tax rates for all taxpayers: 

12) index tax exemptions, 
deductions and rates to 
reflect inflation; (3) simplify 
depreciation rules and 
provide for accelerated 
depreciation; (4) expand the 
investment tax credit to 
include all buildings, struc- 
tures and facilities used in- 
agricultural production; 15) 
amend the alternative mini- 
mum tax provision to permit 
investment tax credit to be 
applied against such tax ; 16) 

Exempt farm-licensed 
trucks from the federal 
highway use tax ; (7) exempt 
livestock trailers from the 
federal excise tax; (8) 
permit the deduction of 
‘‘fripge benefits” by pro- 
prietorships and partner- 
ships; 19). reduce Social. 

Security .taxes .land -.moke 'j ■' * 


certain other changes in 
application of Social Secur- 
ity tn agricultural opera- 
tions. 

Powell said eslnte and 
gift taxes are a serious 
deterrent to capital forma- 
tion and adversely affect the 
orderly transfer of farm and 
ranch property from one 
generation to the next. 
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What it amounts to is Mint it- 
cl innjte.s Llie rules of the 
money game. Most nf us 
wen* lauglil to borrow us 
little us possible; Unit's not 
always best any more. 

II you w ii nl to calculate 
the actual impact of 
inflation, use the rule of 72: 
Using the prediction Unit 
we'll have |(»% inflation fur 
the next decade la likely 
situation) divide ltJ into 72. 
This meuns in 7.2 yours 
you'll need twice ns much 
income lo maintain your 
present standard of living.

MDM proposal could be published 
early this summer, says USDA 


The USDA could publish 
n proposal on mechanically 
deboned meat (MDM) 
regulation changes as early 
as June, an informed USDA 
source told CNS. 

However, the source 
noted that previous USDA 
regulatory initiatives on 
MDM have been plagued by 
delays. 

Recently, USDA Assis- 
tant Secretary Bill McMillan 
told CNS that USDA’s 
MDM proposal would in- 
corporate many elements of 
the industry comments 
received by USDA in 
February. McMillan over- 
sees USDA’s Food Safety 
and Quality Service which 
regulates MDM. 

However, McMillan said 
USDA would alter tho 
recommendations as the 
petition proceedy through 
the USDA rulemaking pro- 
cess. 

In February the Amorican 
Meat Institute (AMI) and 


the Pacific Coast Meat 
Assn. (PCM A} petitioned 
USDA to change the official 
name USDA applies to 
MDM to “mechanically 
deboned meat”, instead of 
the current " mechanically 
duboned (beef, pork or veal) 
product." 

Tho groups asked USDA 
to change its MDM labeling 
requirements so that the 
presonce of MDM in 
products need be denoted 
only in the ingredient list on 
the product’s label. USDA 
now requires n notice that n 
procuct contains MDM lie 
prominently displayed on 
the product. 

AMI and PCMA also 
asked USDA to require the 
meat portion of products 
containing MDM have a 
total calcium content of not 
more than 0.25% in liou of 
the current requirement 
prohibiting a meat from 
containing more than 20% 


mechanical ly deboned 
meat. 

The groups also asked 
that the dechmilinn of the 
calcium content of nn 
MDM-cunhiining product 
lie required nn the producls 
label in lieu of the currently 
required luhel nnliv*.- Ihiit 
Him product contains a cer- 
tain percentage of gh.mid 
bone. 

In addition, the groups 
asked USDA to delete 
minimum protein tnul max- 
imum fat specifications fur 
MDM. These .standards 
currently require that MDM 
products contain a minimum 
protein content of 14% mid 
n maximum fat content of 
30%.. 

lioLli groups have long 
opposed current M DM 
labeling requirements, 
arguing that the curmii 
requirements discourage 
consumers from buying llmt 
product.

For almost 60 yoars, the 
number of U.S. farms has 
been diminishing with 
growing numbers of large 
farms taking control of the 
acreage, which has re- 
mained fairly constant since 
1936. 

"it looks like Ibis trend 
will continue, but at the 
expense of mid-sized opera- 
tions where fanners ore 
trying to eke out a full-time 
living," says Lee M. Day, 
chairman of the committee 
which prepared the report. 

During the period from 
1960 to 1978, the percentage 
of large farms with gross 
sales of $100,000 or more 
rose from 0.6% to seven 
percent, with their share of 
tire cash receipts increasing 
from 17% to 56%. 

The percentage of mod- 
erate-size farms with gross 
sides in the $20,000 to 
$99,000 range iosu from 
eight percent to almost 27 % 
during the same period.

Although inflation nf the

trend is real. The largest 
25% of all for ms ncaumled 
for 77% of the total cash 
receipts in J 960, and 85 Vk in 
1977. 

Decline of the mid-sized 
farm would hove wide- 
spread adverse implications 
for the nation, the commit- 
tee which prepared the 
report warns. Decisions 
concerning prices mid out- 
put, for example, would be 
in the hands of few which 
could result in higher prices 
and slower growth. There 
would he more dependence 
on a smaller labor force 
susceptible to conflicts with 
management which could 
lead to disruptions and 
periodic food shortages. 

As moderate-sized farms 
are absorbed by larger 
ones, middle-class farm 
families would be replaced 
with transient hired workers 
who have few commitments 
to tho community. Rural 
businesses would suffer 
because large form opera- 
tors would obtain more 
goods in bulk from cities. 

The shifting size distribu- 
tion of farms is the result of 
many complex forces: a 
highly competitive agricul- 
tural sector, economics of 
size, a dynamic technology, 
and a strong demand for 
agricultural products . 

In addition, "many gov- 
ernment policies and pro- 
grams with admirable ob- 
jectives have produced 
unintended aido effects on

Limiting to the lulim-, the 
commiUei* expects the 
iiumhurof small hums, with 
Sides of less limn $ 20 , 1/00 Lit 
reiimm sLnble because most 
have additional off-farm 
income. The. nuinhcr of 
part-time farms is expected 
to increase. 

To avoid n fuLure “hi- 
nrodal distribution of 
farms" — a large proportion 
of small farms, an ever 
increasing number of large 
farms, and declining 
medium-sized farms, parti- 
cularly the small ones— the 
committee recommends that 
’ research emphasize size- 
neutrality which minimizes 
the conflicL between effi- 
ciency and equity concerns 
for consumers and produ- 
cers. Research should also 
focus on increasing produc- 
tivity, but special measures 
should be provided to 
preserve the vulnerable 
mid- size farm and to help 
the small farm. 

The committee suggests 
that research and coopera- 
tive extension ufforta pro- 
vide information and train- 
ing in financial, marketing, 
and production manage- 
ment to be supplemented 
with innovative lending 
policies. Special attention 
should be given to econo- 
mies of size, tax and credit 
policies, product and factor 
marketing systems, and 
financial risk. 

Finally, the committee 
said, research und extension 
should embrace u brood 
range of service programs 
to rural areas, including to 
low-income farm families.
